Asked if an arbitration board 
headed by’ President Roosevelt 
would be acceptable, Koht replied:

However, that is for Britain 
to decide and I do not want to 
commit myself to anything defi- 
nite thereon.” 

Koht frankly discussed the Alt- 
mark incident, which embroiled 
Norway with both the Allies and 
Germany, and reiterated his for- 
mer stout defense of Norway’s ac- 
tions in the matter. 

“We 
ter matter settled directly,” 
Said, “but as this appears unlikely 
we have already agreed to submit 
the case to any arbitration court 
Britain is willing to designate. I 
am not able to mention the pos- 
sible arbitration courts we sug- 
gested to Britain, but they did not 
include The Hague court.” 

(The British foreign office 
announced today the receipt 
of a Norwegian note regard- 
ing the Altmark case. It was 
believed to contain the sug- 
gestion that the case be arbi- 
trated. ) 

Koht confirmed that Britain had 
offered to simplify the contraband 
control of Norwegian ships. 

“We believe this will eliminate

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Patriotism Knows No Price 
The American people will never begrudge 
any amount, no matter how large it may be, 
necessary to recompense all veterans of the 
World War, and their dependents, for loss sus- 
tained because of any degree of disability 
brought about by war service. No people in 
all history have more substantially shown their 
gratitude to the men who, in time of war, of- 
fered themselves, their health, their strength 
and their lives, in the armed services of their 


country. 
However, there can be no logical reason for 


perpetual pensions for those who, privileged to 
serve their country in war, suffered no disabil- 
ity in any form, knew no loss because of that 
service. For tens of thousands of the young 
men who, in 1917, volunteered or were drafted 
into the army, that experience provided train- 
ing, opportunity and character-building which 
made better men and better citizens of them 
than they would ever have been without it. 

There is now before a committee of the 
house a bill which, if Washington advices are 
correct, will pension practically all depend- 
ents of every veteran who served 90 days or 
more, here or abroad, during the World War. 
It is estimated the cost of these pensions for 
the first year alone will exceed $100,000,000 and 
eventually will create a pension system cost- 
ing the United States $35,000,000,000. 

This smacks too much of class privilege., It 
segregates one group of citizens and provides 
they shall be supported, in whole or in part, 
by their fellow citizens. No reason for this 
favoritism is offered other than that a member 
of the family, more than two decades ago, wore 
the uniform of Uncle Sam for a period of 
three months. 

The quality of American patriotism has, 
surely, not fallen so low that those who suf- 
fered no disability because of their army serv- 
ice would accept pecuniary reward for that 


service. 
Veterans of the war have received their 


bonus. Every effort has been made to pension 
every disabled veteran, to care for his depend- 
ents and, if needed, to provide hospitalization 
If there are any—and, with so many,

for him. 
there must be a few—who have not received 
the care and attention and recompense their 
disabilities warrant, it would be much better 
and more fully in accord with American tra- 
ditions and American d€sires, to correct those 
failures than to launch upon a new program 
of unnecessary pension pampering. 

Let us, by all means, extenc every sympa- 
thy and every gratitude of our heart and of 
our purse to the war disabled, war injured or 
war handicapped. But do not let our politicians 
submit to the organized pressure of any group 
seeking special benefit at public expense on 
grounds of patriotism that cost the patriot

Protecting fhe Market 

The action of Great Britain in ordering 
British owners of 60 selected American se- 
curities to surrender them to the Bank of Eng- 
land at current prices will be welcome news to 
Washington and Wall Street, long concerned 
about the liquidation of British-owned securi- 
ties in the American market to obtain funds 
for purchasing here. 

There has been fear that a sudden intensi- 
fication of the conflict might result in dumping 
of American securities by private holders with- 
out regulation. Such a_ psychological panic 
would disrupt the American stock exchanges 
almost as seriously as it did at the opening of 
the first Anglo-German war in 1914, which 
ripped away the price structure and forced the 
closing of the exchanges for months. 

The British move ostensibly is to insure 
orderly disposition of the stocks, possibly in 
such a manner as to bring a return to the Lon- 
don coffers higher than the market price to 
be paid on their surrender. Before the war it 
was estimated that British security holders had 
in their possession approximately $1,000.000,- 
000 in American stocks and bonds. Since then, 
sales for the dollar account have averaged 
about $1,000,000.a day—at least that is the best 
information available. So that stock prices 
have failed to follow the graph of the Ameri- 
can business upsurge, a phenomenon usually 
attributed to the sale of Allied securities. It 
{s considered significant that the market has 
been able to cushion this volume of sales with- 
out seriously harmful effect. 

All in all, the British action emphasizes the 


conviction this will be no short war, and that 
it will, if anything, widen measureably be- 
fore many months have passed. In that event, 
the co-operation which the British and Ameri- 
can governments have provided for the liqui- 
dation of these securities, for the benefit of 
both nations, will largely cushion the effect of 
the war on this country, which, whether we 
will it. or not, is bound to be more extensive 
than has yet been dreamed. 


“Not the First Instance—”’ 

All Georgia owes thanks to Downing Mus- 
grove, executive secretary to Governor Rivers, 
for arranging the transfer of Rosenwall Sher- 
man, 12-year-old Negro boy, from the state 
penitentiary at Tattnall to the Boys’ Training 
School at Milledgeville. By his action, Secre- 
tary Musgrove has removed a blot on the good 
repute of this state which might easily have 
become the subject of new criticism of Geor- 
gia in other parts of the country. 

It. is, however, disturbing to read that one 
of the state’s penal officials reports this is 
“not the first instance of the kind.” There 
should be, in all Georgians blessed with the 
quality of human sympathy, a sense of shame 
that this state has, in the past, sent mere chil- 
dren to a prison designed primarily for recal- 
citrant convicts and popularly Known as the 
“Alcatraz of the Piney Woods.” It can only be 
hoped that, while the Sherman case may not 
have been the first of its kind, it will certainly 
be the last. 

Neither the nature of the boy’s crime nor 
his race should justify the incarceration of a 
12-year-old at Tattnall. The state which places 
a youngster of such tender years in such sur- 
roundings inevitably perpetrates a_ greater 
crime against the boy than he can possibly 
have committed against society. 

It was stated that state officials “thought 
the boy had been properly segregated.” Prop- 
er segregation of a-child prisoner at Tattnall 
is impossible. Only the simplest logic 1s re- 
quired to see this. If he is segregated from 
other prisoners, it means he is doomed to soli- 
tude. For, surely, there are no other inmates 
of his age there to provide normal human con- 
tacts. And neither the association with adult 
prisoners or adult prison officials, nor child- 
ish loneliness, can furnish opportunity for re- 
formation of a little boy who has, somehow, 
committed a crime. 

It is to be hoped that this Negro child may, 
at the Boys’ Training School, find understand- 
ing and sympathy, friendship with others more 
nearly his own age and a decent opportunity 
to overcome his unfortunate start in life. 


A New Dictator 


Paraguay has become an autarchy to save 
the nation from “anarchy.” President General 
Jose Felix Estigarribia decreed last week that he 
was assuming “all political powers” for such 
time as deemed necessary to secure order, 
peace and prosperity for the nation. 

As in many South American countries, Para- 
guay has been a fertile field for the deep plot- 
ting of revolutionaries; it has suffered the up- 
heavals that always follow a long, bitter and 
expensive war, and this 5l-year-old hero of 
the Chaco campaigns against Bolivia apparent- 
ly has come to the conclusion the best interests 
of the republic require the stability that a 
benevolent dictatorship affords. In that he has 
followed the path of President Vargas of Brazil. 
It may be expected that he will pretty well 
follow the practices of the Brazilian govern- 
ment. Estigarribia was sent into exile after a 
controversy over the Chaco war, but later be- 
came Paraguay’s minister to Washington and 
last August 15 was inaugurated to a four-year 
term as president. 

The situation in Paraguay today may be 
compared with a hypothetical instance in this 
country. If we were to extend the economic 
chaos that marked the last days of the Hoover 
edministration without the actions boldly taken 
by President Roosevelt, there would have 
existed in this country a condition demanding 
rule by decree. A somewhat similar condition 
exists in Paraguay, made worse by the lack of 
natural reserves and political balance which 
marked the climb back of this country after 
iva. 

Bolivia, no less than Paraguay, is suffer- 
ing from the after effects of war. The “sui- 
cide” of General German Busch reflects the in- 
security of office that followed the extensive 
unheaval of war. 

Political stability in many South American 
countries will come only after economic stabil- 
ity has been attained at a level which will 
permit the growth of a middle class and at 
the same time bring better living conditions 
to the peon group. Then education may gain 
the foothold necessary to clear the atmosphere 
of intrigue.

relief—of feeding the hungry and 
clothing the cold.

MUNICIPAL PLANT 
SENDS LOWER BILL 


Federal Power Survey Cov- 
ers Cities of 50,000 Up. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—(#)— 

The Federal Power Commission 

published today a survey of elec- 

tric rates in cities of 50,000 or 
more population which showed, it 
said, that a publicly owned utility 
rendered the lowest bill. 

The widest differential, 243.5 
per cent, occurred in the category 
of typical bills for 100 kilowatt 
hours. The municipal plant at 
Tacoma, Wash., charged $1.70 and 
the Pennsylvania Edison Company 
at Altoona, Pa., charggd $5.84. 

In the other categories, the na- 
tion’s lowest and highest typical 
bills were: Fiften kilowatt hours, 
Fort Wayne, Ind., 52 cents; Al- 
toona, $1.35: 25, Chattanooga and 
Knoxville, 75 cents: Altoona,.$2 09:
